DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This written action is responding to the amendment dated on 12/04/2008. 

2. Claims 2-18 and 20-21 are allowed. 



Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. Applicant's remark submitted on 08/08/2007 and 12/04/2008 is found persuasive. 

4. Applicant's amendment of Claim 13, which additionally claims the interaction 
between the security resolver and trust group membership certificate and fields 
of the trust group membership certificates, further clarifies how the fields (signed 
fields) of each of the trust group membership from each device in the trust group 
can be eventually utilized for verification with the use of the claimed branding 
certificate. None of the previously disclosed references, alone or in combination, 
teaches all of the elements of independent Claim 13, and as the result, Claim 13 
is allowable. 

5. Claims 1 4-1 8 and 20 are dependent claims of the allowed independent Claim 1 3. 
Therefore, Claims 14-18 and 20 are allowable.
